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Venezuela Plans 
Super-Colossal Issue 


What seems to be the most ac- 
curate information to date about 
the “super-colossal” issue of 
stamps which is to be made oy 
Venezuela has been sent by F. 
Jacobi of Caracas, Venezuela. In 
an official decree made some 
months ago, the Venezuelan Post- 
al Administration stated that an 
issue of stamps would be made 
which would pay tribute to the 
various states and territories. 

According to the information 
just released when the final stamp 
of the issue has been placed on 
sale, there wil) have been a total 
of 384 different stamps printed. 

It is intended that the coats 
ot arms of the nation, the l'ederal 
District, the 20 states and the 2 
Federal Territories will appear as 
the design of each separate set. 
Each set will consist of nine 
stamps of the airmail category, 
and seven for regular postage. 

This adds up to 24 airmai! sets 
and a like amount of sets for 
regular postage. 

The twenty-four separate gov- 
erninental sections will be divid- 
ed into three groups of eight each, 

The first group will depict the 
coats of arms of Venezuela itself, 
The Federal District and the states 
of Miranda, Carabobo, Aragua, 
Lara, Yaracuy and Cojedes. Values 
in the airmail part of these sets 
will be 5c, 74c, 10c, 15c, 20c, 30c, 
45c, 60c, and 90c. The regular post- 
age values will be 5c 10c, 14c, 20c,

It 
is sent for 25c and this sum may be deducted from the first order 
of $2.00 or more. The catalog is of 128 pages and of course can not 
be mailed out promiscuously. This list also eontains practically all 
of the Sudan Air Mail stamps, so why should we list such wants 
when they are available for any collector who will ask for them. 
This column is not for such listings and we will not print lists where 
we can show that the stamps are offered. 

We may make some errors in listing items that are available 
but if we have reason to believe that the stamps are available we will 
not print the lists, so please do not send lists unless after a thorough 
effort, you have found it impossible to obtain the stamps wanted. 


A Philatelic Iron Curtain 


There is quite a movement being started to encourage collectors 
to put up a Philatelic Iron Curtain in retaliation against the coun- 
tries held behind the Iron Curtain in Europe and which have been 
so prolific in issuing stamps that are dumped in a never ceasing 
stream into the American stamp market. 

Since communism appears to be anti everything except com- 
munism, it has been making enemies of such groups as the Masonic 
Order. Recent issues of the Masonic Philatelist in New York have 
contained articles urging members and collectors against the pur- 
chase of these stamps. The persecution of the Catholics in Hun- 
gary, Austria, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia and other Iron Curtain 
countries will certainly add strength to the resistance movement 
against stamps of these countries and only time will eradicate the 
ill feeling that will arise against them. 


It's Just A Short Pull 


Yes, it is just a short pull through these hot summer days that 
are now with us and if you lay down and quit trying over this en- 
tire season you will be far behind in the rush that comes with the 
cooler months. Everyone needs a bit of vacation, but do not let it 
get you down.

corner silently stated, “I hate | 
you.’ 

There was also a way of put- 
ting a mean old drooling wolf in| 
his place in those days too. By | 
mail, that is. 

All you had to do was to place 
your stamp with the design cross- 
left hand cor- | 
ner and this meant, “I wish or 
desire your friendship, nothing | 
more.” (Note that it is not final, 
but that the gal gives the guy 
some hope by keeping him around 
as a friend. He’s just a spare tire.) 

If the stamp was placed up- 
side down in the same corner it 
served as reminder which said, 
“Write soon.’ 

If the stamp was placed on the 
same line as the surname and to 
the left of it, and right side up, 
the writer told the writee(?), 
“Accept my lIcve.” Placed upside 
down in the same place the 
stamp discouraged attention by 
meaning, “I am already engaged.” 

Upside down in the lower right 
corner was the pusition the stamp 
was placed in if you wanted to 
tell your correspondent, “My Reart 
is another’s, you must write me 
no more.” But if you put the 
stamp crosswise in that same cor- 
ner it asked, “Do you love me?,”

The flag which General John 
Charles Fremont is holding so tri- 
umphantly aloft in the design of 
the 5c Trans-Mississippi stamp is 
a flag of the United States, but it 
was a flag of a special design. 

General Fremont was the leader 
of several expeditions ef explora- 
tion sponsored by the United 
States government to the little 





known areas west of the Mississip- 
pi river. The scene on the stamp 
is said to depict him on a peak of 
{the Rockies which since has been 
named Fremont’s Peak. It is in 
the Wind River Range and 13,- 
790 feet high. 

The flag contained the usual 
thirteen stripes, seven red and six 
white, but the field contained 
thirteen stars in a wavy line at 
the top, and thirteen stars in a 
wavy line at the bottom. In the 
center was the eagle adapted from 
the official shield of the United 
States. This eagle, if you will re- 
member, carries a clawfull of ar- 
rows. 

When the Indians, through 
whose territories Fremont had to 
travel, saw the flag, they charged 
that he was not on a peaceful 
mission as he claimed since the 
arrows were a sign of war. 

The general met the situation 
nicely by having a Pipe of Peace 
inserted in the claw along with 
the arrows. 

On such small things are em- 
pires founded 

Along with the general postal 
ecard craze of the early part of 
this century, there was an es- 
pecial brand of “nut” who fig- 
uratively gave his right arm for 
copies of “Disaster Postal Cards.” 
These were generally fashioned 
from some material which figured 
in a calamity or accident, and 
which were properly labeled and 
dated 

As for instance when the steam- 
er Larchmont was sunk in a col-

The cloth was about an eighth 
of an inch thick and on its face,

cards were sent made from pieces 
of seat cushions or the draperies. 

Uncle Sam’s Post Office De- 
partment recognized the post card 
collecting fad. In 1907, an _ order

'1, post cards could bear a written 
|message upon the left half of 
|the front. “Before that time the 
j}entire front had been reserved for 
|the address sometimes making it 
| necessary to disfigure the illus- 
trated side to write a message.

They were struck 
by the United States Mint at 
Philadelphia and picture Orville 
and Wilbur Wright with the 
words, “In Recognition and Ap- 
preciation Of Their Ability, Cour- 
age and Success In Navigating 
The Air.”

The Plate Blocker

On July 1, 1949, the Presidential 
Series was again placed on sale 
at the Philatelic Agency in Wash- 
ington. 

What does this step mean to 
ithe Plate Number collector? It 
will mean just one thing and that 
is, he or she will find it just as 
difficult to acquire a plate number 
block of four, of the high-valued 
Prexies, as heretofore. 

When the Presidential Series 
was available at the Agency, in 
the past, it was permissable to or- 
der part sheets or strips of twenty 
which included the plate number. 
This practise was discontinued 
right after the 5c New York air- 
mail was removed from sale at the 
Agency. Therefore in order to ac- 
quire the plate number block 
one must purchase the entire pane 
of stamps. 

Let us assume you would like to 
get a plate number block of the 
24c Prexie. You must buy the full 
pane of 100 stamps which is $24.00. 
The face of the plate block is 96c. 
What are you going to do with the 
surplus of 23.04 in postage? 

You might discount this postage 
but the average stamp broker de- 
mands a discount of 8% to 15% 
on high-valued stamps. Multiply 
all this by your efforts to get the 
other values such as the Ile 12¢ 
l4c, 16c, 17c, 18c, 19c, 21c, 22c, 30c, 
50c. ° 

The plate number situation is 
really not affected by a resump- 
tion of sale of the Presidential 
Series, at the Agency. It will be 
simple to get mint singles, plain 
blocks or full panes but as ever 
the plate number block is the 
tough item to acquire.

The latter 
brews down to about $5.00 per 
position. It is really fantastic. In 
more so than the meteoric 
rise of the 5c New York airmail. 

Of the four positions, of 88 and 
89, the lower rights are still the 
most difficult to obtain. Unfortu- 
nately certain dealers keep their 
selling prices low, on this position, 
in order to buy at a lower price. 
Then after they accumulate, 2 few 
of these rarities, they boost the 
price up to and in a lot of instances 
beyond their rightful status. 

It is beyond me why such prac- 
tises are encouraged by collectors. 
There are many of these so called 
recognized lists, of certain dealers, 
which are used as a basis o1 trade 
and buying and sellin, but try 
and get those rare items from 
these particular dealers whenever 
their price-lists show a reduction 
in selling prices. 

The truth of the whole matter 
is that they do not have the ma- 
terial and they are using their 
lowered prices as bait to fill in 
cheaply then after doing so their

Want To Be Able To 
Buy Stamps Of Japan 


Collectors of the stamps of 
Japan who have tried to obtain 
such stamps directly from that 
country have experienced some 
difficulty in this respect since the 
regulations forbid the exchange of 
stamps, money or other valuable 
merchandise with anyone in Ja- 
pan except under certain limited 
conditions. 

Persons interested in having | 
such limitations modified are 
pooling their interests in the mat- 
ter. 

The first plan they have is to 
have interested persons write to 
the Post Office Department ask- 
ing whether some arrangement 
could not be made with the mili- 
tary authorities to relax the regu- 
lations in the matter of stamps, 

While the Post Office Depart- 
ment is not responsible for the 
restrictions, it might be able to 
bring the matter to the attention 
of the proper authorities if it had 
enough letters from collectors ask- 
ing for the consideration. 

Limitations are placed by the 
Supreme Commander of the Al- 
lied Military Forces and are ob- 
| served by the Post Office Depart- 
|ment as a matter of cooperation,

Although Ecuador has already 
issued a Roosevelt set both in 
regular postage and airs, we are 
now in receipt of another series 
of Roosevelt stamps from EST- 
RELLA, Box 537, Quito, Ecuador.

There are ten stamps in the set, 
all of the same design, Originally 
the design was as the top stamp 
lin the illustration, a distinct air 
mail Stamp with inscription “Ser- 
vico Oficial.”” However the stamps 
have been printed in different 
colors and then surcharged with 
the word “POSTAL” together 
with the initials of some Depart- 
ment of the Government. Thus 
converting them to Official or 
Department stamps. In all stamps 
the head of Roosevelt is in black. 

Two of the stamps however 
were issued without the surcharge 
and are thus left as regular air 
mail stamps but without the De- 
partment Initials. These presum- 
ably are for use of any department 
for air mail service. 

The surcharged stamps have the 
word “POSTAL” directly over 
|the word “AERO” in the original 
°| design, thus converting these 
stamps to stamps for regular post- 
age use. In the surcharges, the 
different departments are identi- 
\fied by initials and there are two
